Council are 
taking full action to try to remedy 
this situation. 

It was reported that another 62 
applications have been received 
for natural gas service and an¬ 
other block of applications will be 
accepted for installations this fall. 
After the next block is completed 
the town plans to charge for this 
service which is being provided 
for consumers gratis. 

The town dig the ditch and bring 


the gas service to the homes with¬ 
out charge.

Tourist Promotion 
Group Visits The Pass 

The Turtle Mountain Hotel at Frank, and 
a number of members of the Blairmore Board 
of Trade and.several persons from other Pass 
towns, were hosts to a delegation of visitors 
from the West Coast, who were promoting 
tourist travel on all of British Columbia's high¬ 
ways. 

Norman of Vancouver. 

Mr. Norman started off his re¬ 
marks by pointing out that the 
purpose of this trip was not, as 
erroneously reported in The Leth¬ 
bridge Herald, to promote the Rog¬ 
ers Pass route — but to promote 
more tourist travel in British Co¬ 
lumbia through all of the roads 
into British Columbia. 

He added that the Rogers Pass 
was a fixation in the minds of 
some people and he pointed out 
that if the Cavalcade were pro¬ 
moting the Rogers Pass the peo¬ 
ple included in the tour from the 
southeastern part of British Co¬ 
lumbia on the number three high¬ 
way through the Crows Nest Pass 
would certainly not be on the 
tour. 

Mr. Norman gave an interesting 
talk on the value of the ever-in¬ 
creasing tourist 'business in Can¬ 
ada, stating that $100,000,000 had 
been spent in Alberta alone last 
year. He, strongly stressed the 
great need of Canadians to get 
together and keep the tourist dol¬ 
lars in Canada. He said that many 
Americans come to Canada be¬ 
cause Canada is a foreign country 
to which he added “let’s keep 
Canada a foreign country and not 
make it an American State”. 

Mr. Norman then spoke on the 
values of promoting circle tours 
so that everyone could benefit by 
such a scheme and travellers and 
holidayers would in turn have a 
more enjoyable time. 

Harry Harrison of Nelson, B.C., 
then showed a good number of 
color slides of many scenic spots 
in southern B. C., and central 
B. C., and while showing the slides 
gave an interesting commentary. 
While speaking on tourism, Mr. 
Harrison stated that the British 
Columbia government was putting 
up dollar for dollar to match what 
other groups were spending to ad¬ 
vertise and promote British Co¬ 
lumbia. 

He stated that with the support 
being given by the people in south¬ 
eastern British Columbia to the 
tourist promotion program that 
people here will see and get a vast 
flow of tourist traffic through this 
area and in turn he suggested 
this area also consider such a pro¬ 
motional scheme. 

Mr. Norman again addressed the 
gathering, pointing out that there 
were eight sets of tourist promo¬ 
tion groups now travelling Canada 
as far east as Winnipeg, Man., 
and next year he expected the 
groups to travel as far as the To¬ 
ronto and Montreal areas.
